ANNUAL REPORT 


MINIMUM WAGE BOARD, 1927 


The Minimum Wage Board has continued during the fiscal year 1926-27 
to administer the law committed toit. It has been a year of increasing industrial 
prosperity, in which the female workers of the Province have shared more 
largely because of the protection we have given them. It is not only in times 
of trade depression that standards of wages tend to fall.. Periods of expansion 
also threaten them, though in quite another way. If, on the one hand, hard 
times mean retrenchment in the wage expenditures, furthered by the under- 
bidding of workers out of jobs, on the other hand, good times mean the starting 
of new businesses, many of which are in the hands of men without ripe business 
experience and of very slender resources, whose only wage policy is to keep 
wages down. A considerable number of the complaints which reach our office 
come from such plants, and our investigations show that these employers have 
never related wages to production nor considered how costly low wages and a 
high labour turnover may prove. | 


Cost oF Livinc BUDGET 


As the minimum wage levels are determined by the. cost of living, it is 
necessary to estimate the least sum upon which a working woman can be expected 
to support herself. Here is the budget for Toronto, as revised in October, 
1927: |

COMPARATIVE STATISTICS 


The Board collects each year reports of wages and hours. During the 
first years of its operations it was able to include in this statement the returns © 
of each successive year. Now, however, with seven years of activity behind 
us, we are forced to be content with less exhaustive statistics. It seems best 
to make the comparison between the first collection of returns and the latest. 
The two columns thus show, with two exceptions, wages and hours before the 
order went into force in contrast with the year 1927. The two exceptions are 
in the Food and Paper Trades, each of which was subjected to a reclassification 
in 1925, which made it impracticable to exhibit such a contrast. Orders 34 
(Food) and 39 (Paper) therefore show the two years 1926 and 1927. In these 
two cases there is no contrast between ‘‘before and after taking.”

THE HIGHER WAGES 


A careful comparison of the number of women enumerated in the foregoing 
tables who are earning $15.00 or more per week has been made. The full details 
cannot be included in this report, but the following particulars will serve to 
show what has happened since the orders went into force.

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The orders divide these workers into fifty-two groups, according to trade 
and locality. Only seven of these groups, or 13.4 per cent., fail to show cAthcasae 
numbers of the higher wages, and in these seven groups are found only 3,675 
or 6.6 per cent. of the entire body of workers. Oe gs 

It will be observed that larger numbers of workers are reported for the 
later date in the comparison. This is not only because there is now more 
employment, but also because new firms have been added to our lists. These 
later additions are often responsible for depressing wage averages. 

The foreboding that ‘‘the minimum will become the maximum” is thus 
statistically condemned. The elimination of unsocially low wages serves to 
_ protect rather than to injure the higher wage levels. 


ORDERS ISSUED DURING THE YEAR 1927 


Four new orders were issued during the year covered by this report. Order 
No. 43 extends the Custom Millinery regulations, with suitable changes, to 
cover cities over 30,000 population, excepting Toronto. Order No. 45 further 
extends it to the line of 4,000 urban population. Order No. 44 extends, in 
like fashion, the order governing Hairdressing and Beauty Parlour establishments 
to cover cities over 30,000 population, excepting Toronto. Order No. 46, 
prescribes regulations for Hotels, Restaurants and Refreshment rooms, extending 
previous orders in such a way as to cover all urban populations above 4,000. 
These orders are given at the end of this report. 


ADMINISTRATION 


There are three main lines of activity upon which the Beard relies for the 
enforcement of its orders. 

The first of these is the posting of the orders within view of the female 
employees. This is required in all the factory trades, and in all others where 
such a plan is practicable. The Factory Inspection Branch, through its corps 
of men and women inspectors, regularly reports as to whether the posters are 
properly maintained. 

The second method of enforcement is through the investigation of com- 
plaints. Here we receive invaluable help from Mr. J. T. Burke, Chief Factory 
Inspector, and his department. Regular meetings are held fortnightly, which 
Mr. Burke attends, to deal with these complaints. They are of many sorts, 
and come from all kinds of people. Almost invariably they are adjusted in an 
amicable fashion. In only one instance was the Board forced to prosecute an 
employer. During 1927 the Board held 25 such meetings and dealt with 275 
complaints. 

The third resource is based on an analysis of the wage sheets received. 
We collect these from all the firms in the factory trades, and from a large number 
of other establishments. By examining these we discover whether the standards 
enforced in the orders are being maintained. Sometimes apparent deviations 
are explained away. Very often the neglect or inadvertence of some foreman 
or accountant is thus revealed, and the correction is immediately made. In 
other cases more extensive negotiation is required: During the past year 188 
wage sheets have been thus dealt with, and the needed adjustments made.

The number of permits is palpably few, and so cannot affect the standards 
of wages. They serve however to give a valuable degree of flexibility to the 
administration of the law, and to enable a number of girls, who otherwise would 
hav e been derelicts in the industrial world, to find steady employment. 


CONCLUSION 


The Board has been gratified to receive inquiries respecting its werk from 
Australia and South Africa. It views with approval the success of the Minimum 
.Wage Board of Quebec in issuing and enforcing orders in that Province. It is 
also encouraging to learn that, in spite of the discouraging decisions of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, minimum wage laws. are effectively operative 
in 13 states. One of the chief items on the agenda at the approaching Inter- 
national Conference of the League of Nations at Geneva 1 is to be Minimum Wage 
Laws, ‘4
